Ramon road, widening of which 
has recently been the subject of 
argument, w ill be m ade six feet 
wider during the current fiscal 
year, Hormer Varner, supervisor 
for the Fourth District said T ues­ 
day. 
Three-foot hard shoulders will 
be added to "stabilize” the pre­ 
sent shoulders Varner said.

for the fiscal year which began 
July 1. The project is m apped 
from Palm Springs city limits to

Supervisors, their m inds m ade 
up for a sharp tax rate slash 
this week were studying a prob­ 
lem —asking cities to pay more 
taxes 
for 
unincorporated

fire protection. They had been 
isked to increase the fund for 
fire protection in unincorporated 
territory from $205,000 to $268,­ 
100. 
The increase w ould raise the 
county governm ent tax rate by 
more th an tw o cents. 
State Forest R anger T rum an 
Holland, 
who directs

'jroteetion in the unincorporated 
territory by virtue of an ag ree­ 
m ent betw een county and state, 
said the increase w ould give the 
County com plete protection for 
the first tim e in Its history. 


SUPERVISORS, however,
